HENRY O. HOUGHTON.* 


THE death of Henry O. Houghton removes 
from direct activity in the American publishing 
trade a man who by his virile energy had made 
him one of the heads of the trade and one of 
its most important factors. Nothing is more 
interesting in the history of the American book 
trade during the past generation than the man- 
ner in which the historic publishing houses of 
Boston have merged themselves, one after 
another, in the great business of which Mr. 
Houghton was the aggressive leader. 

Mr. Houghton began to earn his own living 
as a boy of thirteen, worked his way through 
college, and when twenty-six started a printing 
office in Cambridge, which was in a few years 
removed to the site on which his famous River- 
side Press now stands. The firm of H. O. 
Houghton & Co. and the cognate firm of Hurd 
& Houghton, of New York, became publishing 
printers of large importance, having some, but

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not many, relations with authors and with new 
books. When in 1873 the house bought the 
Atlantic Monthly, it came first into relation with 
the great group of New England writers identi- 
fied with that famous periodical, and in 1878 the 
consolidation with Fields, Osgood & Co., the 
successors of the old Ticknor house, brought 
the firm into still closer relations with authors 
of the first rank, and made the house of fore- 
most position in publishing as well as in print- 
ing. Mr. Houghton was first of alla printer, and 
never, to the end of his life, lost his keen inter- 
est in this branch of his business. But with the 
broadening of opportunity his horizon wid- 
ened, and he became as successful a publisher in 
the higher sense as he had beena printer. He 
was a man of strong views and firm methods, 
and it was not always easy for him to appreci- 
ate other points of view than his own, It was 
natural that the relations between himself and 
Mr. Osgood should not continue long, for the 
two men were almost exact opposites in per- 
sonal qualities and in business methods. When 
Mr. Osgood retired and with the younger mem- 
bers of the historic Ticknor family established 
the firm which was first James R. Osgood & Co. 
and afterwards Ticknor & Co., the Houghton 
firm held its own well and kept to itself the dis- 
tinguished authors who had come into relation 
with it through Mr. Osgood’s personal rela- 
tions in succession to Mr. Fields, The firm of 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co., as it has been known 
since Mr. Osgood’s retirement, by this and 
other consolidations gathered into itself the 
several streams of Boston publishing which 
had their origin with Crocker & Brewster as 
far back as 1811, with Ticknor & Fields in 1828, 
and with Brown, Taggard & Chase, also in a 
previous generation. 

Mr. Houghton’s force of character impressed 
itself in every field of activity which he touched, 
He was not always popular and he had limita- 
tions; but his force was tremendous, and no 
one could come in contact with him without 
feeling that. He accepted a real leadership in 
publishing matters, and though a shrewd and 
money-making business man, was willing and 
desirous that his firm should do at least its 
share of publishing books that make literature 
rather than money. Fora year he was Mayor 
of Cambridge, but his interest in politics, 
though strong, did not take office-holding form. 
In the international copyright crusade he was 
of great service; holding continuously to his 
own views, which were not those of most 
authors and of many publishers, he insisted on 
the importance of the manufacturing clause, 
and this point being granted, he became one of 
the most persistent and effective workers in the 
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final campaign, where concession and co-op- 


eration at last won the.day. Although the 
strongest kind of American in spirit, he estab- 
lished important relations abroad, though his 
ambition was to keep his house distinctively an 
American publishing house, which should print 
the best authors in the best way. Mr. Hough- 
ton’s record presents one of those typical Amer- 
ican careers which are of great credit to the 
manhood of this country; he has been removed 
from personal activity, but the American pub- 
lishing trade will long feel the influence which 
he has left behind. 





THE complications at the Library of Congress 
assume a more serious nature than was sup- 


posed, The loose business methods which Mr. 
Spofford has permitted to himself seem to have 
resulted in a serious deficit, and unfortunately 
there are now charges that, in various ways, 
including the drawing of salaries for clerks 


who were not paid the full amount or who were 
not on the roll, these methods have resulted to 
Mr. Spofford’s personal profit. Mr. Spofford’s 
defence is, briefly, that he paid out the money 
which he received on a plan of his own, em- 
ploying more assistants than the law directed, 
and consequently paying them individually less 
than the stated salary. This, of course, while 
a moral defence, is not a business defence, and 
it is lamentable to find the administration of 
our great national library at such loose ends 
that these things could be. The moral is the 
importance of executive ability, first and fore- 
most, at the head of any great library, as of 
any great business enterprise.

CHARGES AGAINST A. R, SPOFFORD. 


THE accounts of A. R. Spofford, Librarian 
of Congress, which have been under inves- 
tigation by the Auditor of the Treasury for 


the State and other departments since last 


January, are said to show a shortage of at 
least $35,000. This shortage is said to exist in 
the pay-roll accounts of the library, and in ad- 
dition to this is the discrepancy in the copy- 
right and search-fee accounts, mention of 
which has already been made. 

The New York World of August 21 gave a 
detailed account of the partial report made by 
Expert Myers in the office of Fifth Auditor 
Holcombe. At the Treasury department, 
however, no official information has yet been 
given, and it is too early to determine the 
merits of the allegations against Librarian 
Spofford. That it may all be a matter of 
bad book-keeping is still possible. His ac- 
knowledgments prove the grossest careless- 
ness, 

Mr. Spofford has dictated the following 
statement to a representative of the Associated 
Press: 

‘‘In a statement involving so large a field, 
in which simple and easily explained circum- 
stances have been distorted so as to make the 
strongest unfavorable impression, it would re- 
quire more time than this hasty statement to 
explain the whole matter. Regarding the 
charge as to search fees for copyrights, which 
are asserted to be illegal, they appear to the 
librarian plainly authorized by the copyright 
law, which provides a fee of fifty cents for 
copies of the records. Copies of the record, if 
they mean anything, mean a statement in 
whose names copyrights are entered or as- 
signed, as the case may be. All fees charged 
under this head, like all others received on 
copyright account, have been regularly re- 
corded in the books of daily cash receipts and 
paid into the Treasury like other fees. 

‘‘As to the payment of salaries on pay-rolls, 
the librarian has acted under the belief that 
the law of 1874 is in full force. This law pro- 
vides that whenever the duties of a clerk of 
higher grade can as well be performed by one 
of a lower grade, it shall be lawful so to divide 
a higher salary as to employ more than one 
clerk under it, provided it is done within the 
limits of the appropriation. The librarian, 
therefore, has not only divided salaries at 
times, but has employed for a longer period at 
a lesser rate on salary appropriations, thus 
securing for the government service twice as 
much labor as could have been had had the 
full salary been paid to one man. As he 
stated to the Treasury auditor, it came to him 
in the nature of a surprise that this course, 
securing as it did greatly more service to the 
library for the same sum, was either improper 
or illegal. As soon, however, as it was made 
known to him that it was objected to, which 
was several months ago, the librarian imme- 
diately discontinued the practice. It is en- 
tirely true that the librarian’s accounts have 
been involved, and in some instances much 
confused.” 

On August 22 Mr. Spofford transferred 
$22,000 from his private bank-account to the 
Treasury of the United States. This money 
has not been accepted and the matter now rests 
with President Cleveland.

THE BOOK SWINDLING CASES. 


H. C. Winter, alias Carl Hauk, alias Fahr- 
man, who was brought from Philadelphia 
Friday, Aug. 23, was locked up in the Tombs on 
a charge of swindling the Methodist Book Con- 
cern, of Fifth Avenue and Twentieth Street, out 
of books worth $30. Winter was engaged a 
short time ago by the Methodist Book Concern 
as an agent, and for a week he sold books on 
commission. He turned in one order for books 
valued at $30, to be sent to William Herman, in 
East Eighty-fifth Street. He collected his com- 
mission of $7.50, and the books were sent to 


the address given, but were not paid for. 
Shortly afterwards Winter disappeared. 

The examination in the cases of Arthur Van 
Ness,Charles G. Wilhelmy, and Charles B. Burt 
was postponed by Magistrate Brann, in the Jef- 
ferson Market Court, until September 12, in the 
Essex Market Court, where Magistrate Brann 
will be sitting at that time. The case of Edwin 
Foerster was adjourned until August 24 at 2 
o’clock in the Jefferson Market Court, and his 
bail was reduced to $500. 

The prisoners are accused of swindling book 
houses by subscribing for books and then sell- 
ing them before they had been paid for. 
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COPYRIGHT NOTES. 
DAMAGES FOR ARCHIBALD C, GUNTER 


ARCHIBALD CLAVERING GUNTER, the novelist | 
and playwright, has brought a suit to enjoin 
Henry C. Buchanan from using the name of the 
‘* Home Publishing Company.” 

Mr. Gunter in 1887 started a publishing busi- | 
ness under the name of The Home Publishing 
Company. He alleges that some time ago his 
attention was called to the fact that the defend- | 
ant wasadvertising extensively underthe name 
of The Home Publishing Company, and offer- 
ing to send useful and valuable articles with a 
story paper. He also says that many persons 
answered the advertisement and received worth- | 
less gifts. He says that in this way his repu- 
tation and business were greatly damaged. In 
the Supreme Court Justice O’Brien signed an 
order granting the injunction prayed for, and 
directing the defendant to pay Mr. Gunter 
$1000 as damages. 


THE WEST PUBLISHING CO. VS. THE LAW- 
YERS’ CO-OPERATIVE CO. 


THE report of Referee Doolittle, of Syracuse, 
in the copyright infringement suit, referred to 
him as to the question of damages, between | 
the West Publishing Company of St. Paul and 
the Lawyers’ Co-operative Publishing Com- 
pany of Rochester, N. Y., has been received by 
the defendants. The action has attracted the 
attention of lawyers throughout the country 
owing to the fact that the respective merits 
of the rival digests of the two companies were 
involved. The West Company is one of the 
largest publishers of law-books in the coun- 
try, and it issues an annual digest of cases de- 
cided, known as the ‘‘American Digest.” The 
Lawyers’ Co-operative Publishing Company 
is a close rival of the St. Paul concern and 
also issues a digest known as the ‘‘ General 
Digest.” It is supposed that in filling out 
omissions or in some other way some of the 
employees of the local concern copied items 
from the publications of the West Company, 
and that company, as a result, brought an 
action against the Lawyers’ Co-operative Co. 
to recover the sum of $300,000 damages for 
alleged infringement of copyright. 

Judge Cox found that 4-5 of one per cent. 
of the matter in the General Digest was an in- 
fringement of the copyright of the American. 
The matter was referred to Mr. Doolittle to 
determine the amount of damages to be 
awarded under this finding and he now reports 
that the West Company has been damaged to 
the amount of six cents. The case will un- 
doubtedly be appealed. 
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POSTAL NOTES. 
CANADIAN PARCELS POST. 

Tue Post-Office Department at Ottawa has 
issued a new schedule of the parcel rates which 
come into operation on October 1. It shows 
that a tariff has been arranged for the carrying 
of parcels to almost any part of the world that 
is open to foreign commerce. Of course, to 
some of the more distant parts of the globe 
prices of parcel carriage appear to be so high 
as almost to preclude the transaction of busi- 
ness, but when it is considered that to many of 
these distant localities it would have been im- 
possible a year ago to have posted so much as 
a letter by any known route, the cost of parcel 
post thither does not seem soexorbitant after all.

DEAR Sir: This is a city of charming sur- 
prises. It rests on the bosom of seven islands, 
and Rome on its seven hills has not such 
Little ferry-boats flit across the 
waters in every direction. Lake Malaren, 


_with its 1200 islands, steals away the long 


summer days. Parks, filled with exquisite 
flowers, attract and charm. 

One of our great surprises are the well- 
equipped and well-manned book-stores. We 
have entered several, to find our morning salu- 
tation answered in good old-fashioned English 
by clerks who are princes in their courtesy to 
strangers. Another surprise isto find Archibald 
Clavering Gunter, his books all translated into 
Swedish, at the head of our novelists, while 
Mr. Howells is almost unknown! Among the 
popular books already translated, some of which 
have avery large sale, we note those written by 
Savage, Max O’Rell, Conan Doyle, Weyman, 
Corelli— ‘‘ Thelma” selling largely — Drum- 
mond, Tolstoi. Of books translated we name, 
also, ‘‘Ships that Pass in the Night,” ‘‘ The 
Woman Who Did,” etc. Bret Harte has now a 
slow sale, asalso Mark Twain. Religious books 
sell slowly. Darwin, Huxley, Spencer, Stev- 
enson, are in little demand. We note on the 
shelves of some of the leading booksellers 
works in German, Italian, French, Norwegian, 
Danish; also in every store, and in fact in the 
remote hamlets of Norway, the Tauchnitz re- 
prints; large and complete stocks in a city 
like this. That delightful book, ‘‘ The Bonnie 
Briar Bush,” is among the later issues. 

Of English or American books, we note John 
L. Stoddard’s ‘‘ Glimpses of the World ” 800 sold 
here since last December; our former consul’s 
book, ‘‘ Sweden and the Swedes,” by Thomas, 
sells largely; ‘‘Trilby,” ditto. Weymanis very 
popular, and the Tauchnitz edition out of print 
for some time. A few poems by Longfellow 
have been translated, but Whittier and Holmes 
are unknown, also James Payn and Anthony 
Trollope; Mrs. Wiggin, Burnett, Lew Wallace, 
Ebers, are all translated and sell well. Orders 
are filled for America, Australia, Italy, Spain. 
Rand & McNally, of Chicago, sell to Stock- 
holm trade. 

It is a blessed surprise to find that here the 
dignity of our business as it was forty years 
ago with us is sustained. No discounts are al- 
lowed from published rates, there“are np butch- 
ers, no cheap reprints to detract from the charm 
of a well printed and bound book, no under- 
selling, but an honest, straightforward method 
of dealing with customers. : 

The popular and leading poet is Carl Snoil- 
sky, President of the Royal Library, whose four 
volumes have a fine sale. Prof. J. Retzius is a 
leading writer on medicine and biology. Prof. 
Schtich, of Upsala, whose work on literature is 
well known, has in press an elaborate new book 
on Swedish literature that will be illustrated. 
King Oscar is a brilliant and accomplished 
scholar, is greatly interested in science, well 
versed in all the languages of Europe, and is 
quite a poet and musician. He is very popu- 
lar in Sweden, but not so much in Norway. 
Two or three volumes of his poems are noticed 
on sale.

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

DEAR Sir: The letter of Mr. James F. Mason, 
of San Francisco, published in your issue of 
Aug. 17, calls attention to several apparent 
wrongs that our system of net retail prices and 
uniform wholesale discounts will work upon 
the Western bookseller. We do not know any- 
thing about the retailing of miscellaneous pub- 
lications; we do know, however, something 
about the medical and scientific book trade, and 
though the book-stores in San Francisco may 
now be getting full retail prices for our books, 
we know that in the past a discount has been 
allowed onthem. We admit that distance and 
time are somewhat against the Western book- 
seller, but both these disadvantages are some- 
what discounted by the extra time allowed for 
payments, and itcostsno more tosend a book to 
San Francisco by mail or by special prepaid ex- 
press than to any other point in the country. 

One of the great evils of the medical and 
scientific book trade has been the fact that a 
‘‘student club” ora physician could send to an 
Eastern city and purchase one of our books at a 
discount of 20%. We now guarantee the San 
Francisco bookseller that the price he asks for 
our books is the lowest price at which any retail 
purchaser can obtain them in any city in the 
United States. Is not this guarantee worth a 
great deal? We know that students’ clubs 
send out for quotations to Chicago, New York 
and Philadelphia, and purchase where they can 
buy at the lowest price. We have put a stop 
to this as far our own books are concerned, and 
where the Western bookseller sold one book he 
can now sell two and his profit will be corre- 
spondingly increased. As one example of the 
way our books have been retailed, we can 
point to a case of a Western medical school that 
has been purchasing our books in an Eastern 
city at 25 % off, freight prepaid. Now, the 
booksellers in this Western city will get the 
trade, and the Eastern jobber, who slaughtered 
our books, will not lose as much money as 
hitherto. 

In other words, we have met the retail prices 
of San Francisco, and hereafter guarantee the 
San Francisco bookseller that no one will under-

Str WALTER BESANT has a new novel ready 
for serial publication called ‘‘The Master 
Craftsman.” His ‘‘ Beyond the Dreams of 
Avarice” will be issued on the Continent in 
the Tauchnitz Library. 


THE many-sidedness of the great genius of 
the Franco-Prussian War, Count von Moltke, is 
illustrated again by the discovery among his 
papers of several poems which critics say are 
worthy of rank among the works of the most 
famous German writers. 


READERS of ‘‘ Lorna Doone”’ will be glad to 
hear: that Mr. Blackmore has written another 
story of the same time and place, using some 
of the characters of the romance. It is called 
‘*Slain by the Doones,” a record of Exmoor, 
and will be published in October. 


A FRESH interesting fact has come to light 
about Captain Conrad, who wrote ‘‘ Almayer's 
Folly,” that remarkable romance of a trader's 
life in the Eastern islands (Macmillan). He is 
not an Englishman, but a Pole, a fact which 
no one would have detected in his style. 


H. G. WELLS, author of ‘‘The Time Ma- 
chine,” will publish a new novel in the early 
autumn. It will be entitled ‘‘ The Wonderful 
Visit,” and will deal in a satirical form, now 
humorous and now pathetic, with the life and 
impressions of a visitor from an unknown 
world. 


‘*ConovVER Durr,” given as the name of the 
author of ‘‘The Master-knot and Another 
Story,” recently published in Henry Holt & 
Co.’s Buckram Series, turns out to be a pseudo- 
nym for three young Cleveland people, Laura 
Gaylord, Florence Little and Edward Cady, 
who wrote these two tales in collaboration, 


THOSE who associate William Sharp’s name 
with that gloomy though powerful book 
‘* Vistas ” will be surprised to know that he is 
now talked of as the author of a new novel 
whose sheer cleverness and wit will make it 
a greater literary and popular success than 
‘*Dodo” was. But the book Mr. Sharp wrote 
with Blanche Willis Howard called ‘‘A Fellowe 
and His Wife ” suggests that there is no further 
need of proof of his versatility. 


IT is announced in a London paper that 
Tolstof is engaged upon a new novel, in which 
the general procedure and peculiarities of the 
Russian district courts of justice will be par- 
ticularly described and criticised. The Count 
is availing himself of the aid of a specially in- 
vited guest, in the person of a well-known 
Moscow jurist. Tolstoi is known to entertain 
very little respect for Russian judicial methods. 
Some years ago, when summoned to sit on a 
jury, he refused to be sworn, and was mulcted 
in a fine of 500 rubles.

$50, brought $500 in a London auction room 
last week, 


ProF. MAX MULLER asks for money to photo- 
graph the inscriptions of the Kutho Daw, near 
Mandalay, in Burmah, before they are destroy- 
ed. The Kutho Daw is a collection of over 
700 Buddhist temples, each containing a white 
marble slab, on which part of the Tripitaka, the 
great Buddhist Bible, is engraved. 


A VOLUME of ‘‘Selected Papers on Brown- 
ing” is to be published by Mr. George Allen, 
with an introduction by Dr. Edward Berdoe. 
The contributors include Bishop Westcott, 
Prof. Corson, the Rev. H. J. .Bulkeley, the 
Rev. W. Robertson, the Rev. J. J. Kirkman, 
Mrs. Ireland, Miss Beall, and Miss Marx. 


TYLSTON AND EDWARDS and Mr. A. P. Mars- 
den will jointly publish ‘‘The True Story of 
the Chevalier d’Eon, Man, Woman, and Diplo- 
matist,” by Mr. Ernest A. Vizetelly. It will 
be a limited edition, printed at the Chiswick 
Press and illustrated by ‘‘reproductions of en- 
gravings all but inaccessible to the ordinary 
collector.” 


Nimmo is going to bring out a new edition, 
in six volumes, of the translation of Montalem- 
bert’s well-known book ‘‘ Monks of the West 
from St. Benedict to St. Bernard,” which 
Messrs. Blackwood originally brought, out in 
the sixties. To this new edition an intro- 
duction will be prefixed from the pen of the 
learned Benedictine historian Dr. Gasquet. 


THE most remarkable recent acquisitions by 
the British Museum are Bibles. Of the three 
editions of the sixteen pre-Lutheran German 
Bibles, the one printed at Nuremberg in 1475, 
by Johann Sensenschmidt and Andreas Frisner, 
is the rarest. This has just been added to the 
museum. The other accessions are the Old 
Testament of 1518, the Strasburg New Testa- 
ment of 1522, the Geneva New Testament of 
1553, and, above all, the English New Testa- 
ment of 1578. A Liturgy has been obtained by 
the British Museum. It was published some 
time between 1535 and 1537, and is of extreme 
rarity. All the copies were supposably de- 
Stroyed by Pius v. There is one other copy 
known, but some of the pages are wanting. 
A volume, ‘‘ Vigiliae Defunctorum,” printed on 
vellum at Cologne by Ludwig von Renchen, 
about 1485, is considered unique. There has 
also been purchased by the museum a Breviary 
of the Church of Braga, Salamanca, 1511, and, 
according to The Academy, a Greek Horolo- 
,glum, Zanetti, Venice, 1546, hitherto un- 
known.
